G erm a ny ’s a rmies are hurling themselves against a granite wall 


on three sides ofthe ruined city of Ypres. Alter lighting of the most 


terrific nature the British and French lines still are intact and the 


enem y 1ki> lost terribly in his repea ted assaults against the line where 


the allies stand at bay . 


The objective of the lighting that is now gmng on I-' the capture 


of Ypres where since 19 11 the British ha ve held their positions. Two 


y ea rs a go the allied line wa s carried forward and the salient in front 


of the city wa s wiped out but from this position the British retired 


a w eek a go to the trenches where they now stand on the defensive 


at the sa me pla ce as in the spring of 19 15 when they stopped the 


G erm a ns in their drive for the Cha nnel ports. 


Paid Heavily But Got Nothing. 


The present offensive started with a bomba rdment of the Brit- 


ish and French lines from Meteren to Yoormezeele, a dista nce of ten 


miles. Then ca m e reports ot a spread of the lighting a round the curve 


in the line in front of Ypres until the Belgian armies to the north ot the 


city were involved. Field Marshal Haig's report, a nxiously awaited, 


brought the news that the utmost efforts of the German- had been 


fruitless all along the line. The Field Marshal said that the Leu tons 


had paid a great price and had gained virtually nothing. 


The battle still continues a long the front but there is little indi­ 


ca tion that an immedia te withdra wa l from Ypres is contempla ted l\\ 


the allies, at least not until they ha ve exa cted from the enem y a grea t­ 


er sacrifice pf hum a n lives. 


The only point in which the Germ a ns m a de gains, on the hilly 


sectors of the front back of k em m e l Hill where the French are sta nd­ 


ing, wa s at som e points where the enemy wa s able to occupy portions 


of the line but from the grea ter part of these he wa s driven out b 


the French w ho restored t'ns'r defenses. 


Seems Ypres Cannot Be Flanked. 


The bitter a tta cks on Ypres would seem to indicate that there is 


little contidence by the Germa n genera l staff that the Ypres position 


can be outfla nked from the south. The lines „ is the} stand todas a e 


very strong and withstood the onsets of the Germa ns in 19 14 when 


the Teutonic arm} wa s much dilterent from.toda y , 
fhe bloody re­ 


pulse of the G erm a ns in their grea t plunge forwa rd will mea n much 


in opera tions on this sector of the battle line. 


W hile the struggle wa s going on before Ypres the British p <si- 


tions from Laba ssee to Houtholst wood and from Lens to YInn were 


deluged with shells but so far there has been no infantry lighting re­ 


ported from that part ot the front. An attack on this salient by the 


G erm a n lines is expected soon. However, it so far stands a> a con­ 


stant m ena ce to further a dva nce by the enemy . 


Along the front on the S o m m e sector, part of which is held by 


the Americans, there has been little lighting of note. Further south 


there ha ve been only patrol encounters.
